Dean Robert A. Moore of the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine, in an address today on 
foreign policy, urged quarantining

Stevenson keyed the develop- 
ment of Communism in this coun- 
try to economic conditions.

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lowed nearly 12 years of Repub- 
lican administrations, provided 
the climate for the first incursion 
of Communism in this country. 

Having gained a slight foothold 
during this period, he continued, 
Communist spies and conspir- 
ators were able to continue oper- 
ating in a small degree. He cited 
measures the administration has 
taken against them but pointed 
out that the true answer lies in 
a prosperous economy. 

The Governor’s approach to 
this touchy topic was refreshing- 
ly free from demagoguery, in 
which the subject so often is 
bathed. He pointed out what 
many people think, that the Re- 
publican “anti-Communist” drive 
is wholly a drive for votes and 
has no bearing on the reality.

It makes me shudder a little to 
think that I graduated from col- 
lege 30 years ago last June and 
how doddering and venerable the 
thirtieth reunion class looked to 
me then. If I looked to you the 
way they looked to me, I wouldn't 
vote for me. Having uttered that 
sentence, I quickly comfort my- 
self by reminding you that you 
haven't younger alternatives. 


Nothing so dates a man as to 
decry the younger generation. 
Yet this has been a favorite atti- 
tude of old fogies throughout re- 
corded time. They were at it 
4000 years ago in Memphis and 
Philadelphia, Egypt, just as some 
of their contemporaries are at it 
today in Memphis, Tenn., and 
Philadelphia, Penn. 

Perhaps the solution to this 
aberration is to be found in the 
flashing epigram of La Rochefou- 
cauld that “the old begin to com- 
plain of the conduct of the young 
when they themselves can no 
longer set a bad example.” 

Sometimes, however, such be- 
ing the infirmities of these my 
sere and ivy years, I find myself 


zo that 1 may conduct myself with 
seeming parently grace in the 
presence of my own young sons. 
Occasionally the tendency to de- 
ery the younger generation—a, 
form of mental arthritis for whith 
there is as yet no cure—takes on 
large proportions. Before we en- 
tered the last war a number of 
misguided writers busied them- 
selves with telling the country 
that if we should go to war, all 
would be lost. The reason, they 
said, was that the young men of 
this generation were weak and 
soft: debilitated by ice cream

cones and Cadillacs for the rigors 


of armed conflict. 6 
This, of course, was nonsense; a 
confection of which we are pres- 
ently having an over-production. 
The men of our armed forces in 
the last war were as courageous 
and enduring as they ever were 
in the history of this nation, afd 
indeed they prevailed against con- 
ditions more terrible than those 
known to Andrew Jackson’s men. 
They fought without hate, they 
griped with fervor, and they 
laughed at themselves with char- 
acteristic and saving American 
humor. And serving with them, 
in uniform and out of uniform, 
were millions of American women. 
I have never believed that 
_ whiskers and wisdom are nec- 
essarily synonymous; sometimes 
indeed whiskers merely adorn 
blank spaces on blank faces. 
Going upon this assumption I 
have been able to persuade 
many young men te throw in 
their fortunes with me in a 
common fight for good govern- 
ment, and if I should be given 
a lease on the White House, I 
shall hope to induce many 
’ young men te join me in a high 
' afiventure as I have done in 
 ‘Jitinois. 


Most of you students were born, 
I suppose, in the early thirties 
and do not remember the state 
of the world at that time. Look- 


leaderless. Of course modesty 
forbids me to tell you which party 
was in control of the country and 


time! 


It was a sullen and hostile 
world—a world which had little 
for youth of opportunity, of hope, 
of a future. The system was 
running down, like a broken 
clock: The wonder is, not that 
so many young men and women 
turned to socialism or to Commu- 
nism, but that there were so few. 


The election of 1932 was, in a 
way, a last chance for a free 
America. Nearly a million votes 
were cast against capitalism that 
year. That million might well 
have swelled to 10,000,000 by 
1936 if the economic paralysis 
had continued. 


But, as you all know, the elec- 
tion of 1932 brought Franklin 
Roosevelt and the Democratic 
party, and also the vitality and 
guts to tackle our economic prob- 
lems within the framework of the 
democratic system. The growth 
of extreme radicalism was ar- 
rested by bringing an end to hu- 
man distress and economic chaos. 
In 1936, not 10,000,000 but a bare 
250,000 people voted for socialism 
and communism. I firmly believe, 
therefore, that the man who was 
more responsible than any other 
for checking the spread of Com- 
munism in America was Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 


We came very near a revolu- 
tion in 1932—and no place was 
more revolutionary in those 
days than our old, sober, sedate 
farm belt. Hunger and want 
were turning law-abiding Amer- 
ican farmers into rebels. When 
a season’s produce could no 
longer earn the cost of produc- 
tion or meet the interest on 
mortgages, it seemed time for 
action. In Wisconsin, in Iowa, 
in Nebraska, in Kansas, farmers 
banded together to resist fore- 
closures, to prevent the sale of 
farms for taxes, to keep sur- 
plus milk off the market by 
dumping it on the roads — 
violence and _ irresponsibility 
which we do not condone, but 
which were symptomatic of a 
dying faith in our system. 

I remember those bitter days 
well, because my first govern- 
ment job was with .the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration 
—the old Triple-A. Although a 
city lawyer in Chicago at the 
time, I came from the corn belt 
of Illinois and like many other 
young lawyers and business men 
and college professors, I jumped 
at the chance to work for a Gov- 
ernment which was doing some- 
thing for the farmer who had not 
even flourished in the Roaring 
Twenties. 

In those years, too, we began 
the progress of the reform and 
reconstruction of our economic 
system — the process which has 
made our economy so much more 
foolproof today than the vehicle 
in which we careened to disaster 
in the twenties and which was 
manned by Republican chauffeurs 
and mechanics. 

I go into this because it is 
something more than ancient his- 
tory. I would have hoped that 
all Americans could accept the 
gains we have made in the last 
generation, and that on this basis 
we could move forward together. 
But I fear the struggle is not over. 
The small minority, which fought 
this effort at every step along 


had been for many years at that | like 


standing it could find. The La 
Follettes were never ashamed to 
call on the experts. 

Above all, the Wisconsin tra- 
dition meant a belief in the 
value of the free intellectual 
community — the belief which 
has found such splendid em- 
bodiment here in this city. If 
we value the pursuit of know- 
ledge, we must be free to fol- 
low wherever that search may 
lead us. The free mind is no 
barking dog, te be tethered on 
a 10-foot chain. It must be 
unrestricted in the play of its 
inquiry. If we insist on con- 
clusions before the search is 
over, we are committed to play- 
ing the game of the mind with 
marked éards. 

The Wisconsin idea—the faith 
in the free mind and in the ap- 
plication of reason to government 

—was one of the hopeful ideas 
of our century. Today we find 
that idea everywhere under at- 
tack. Throughout the world, the 
whole conception of the free in- 
tellectual community is menaced 
by those who fear freedom more 
than they love it. As darkness 
falls upon this earth, the area of 
freedom shrinks. New philoso- 
phies arise—new theories of the 
state — which recoil from free- 
dom, detest it, exterminate it, 
and seek to found new societies 
upon its extermination. ü 

In the Soviet Union we see fhe 
totalitarian state in its gloomy 
reality. The first casualty of the 
Communist regime is the free 
mind; and, once the free mind 
disappears, all else must follow. 
Thus, in Soviet Russia today the 
last trace of freedom has been 
extinguished. Not ‘only history 
and economics and politics but 
science and art and music are 
enslaved by the regime. The un- 
orthodox experiment, the un- 
acceptable melody, the extreme 
painting, become evidences of dis- 
loyalty. Unorthodoxy is treason 
to the state. 

This process reache~ its grim 
climax, of course, in the Soviet 
courts. Here injustice, wearing 
the gowns of justice, stages the 
last act of the crue] joke. Men 
are accused at random of in- 
famous and fantastic charges; 
they 
enemy agents, spies, traitors; 
documents are misrepresented 
and falsified; past associations 
are uncovered and disterted, 
past remarks torn from con- 
text; guilt comes in the end,

above all rises the figure of the 
great accuser whose word can 
brand men’s lives, make false- 
hood true, create evidence 
where none existed before, and 
spread through all society the 
reign of suspicion and terror.

Disturbing things have taken 
place in our own land. The pil- 
loring of the innocent has 
caused the wise to stammer and 


I see nothing 


the timid te retreat. I would 
shudder for this country if I 
thought that we too must sur- 
render te the sinister figure 
of the inquisition of the great 
accuser. I hope that the time 
will never come in America 
when eharges are taken as the 
equivalent of facts, when sus- 
Picions are confused with cer- 
tainties, and when the voice of 
the accuser stills every other 
voice in the land. 


So long as America ‘is popu- 
lated by Americans, this can 
never be the case. We shall de- 
fend the free mind and the free 
spirit, as we always have in the 
past. We love and cherish the 
light of freedom. We will not be 
stampeded into the dark night of 
tyranny. With faith in our great 
heritage of individual freedom, 
we can—and will—keep America 
the land of the free. 


This challenge to freedom 
has its compensations. It has 
forced us to redefine our own 
values. It has made us restate 
the ideal of freedom for the 
complex industrial society of 
the twentieth century. And 
the process of redefinition and 
restatement—for most of us, 
anyway—has only strengthened 


| our faith in the durability of 


free society. It has increased 
eur common dedication to the 
principles of the American ex- 
periment.

What was the connection of Gen. Eisenhower 


with the decision in 1947 to withdraw American 
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left largely defenseless. In June 1950, 
Communist invaders crossed the thirty-eighth 
parallel and the war was on.

In view of this record how could Gen. Eisen- 


bhower have brought himself to say that this 


withdrawal was one of the “blunders” leading 
to the Korean war—that is, without saying also 
that he was a party to the decision and that 


_he, too, was wrong? 


How can he now criticize the Truman Admin- 
istration for this when his opinion was asked 
because he was Army Chief of Staff and a mem- 
ber of the Joint Chiefs of Staff? 

The point is not that Gen. Eisenhower was 
right or wrong. As we have said before, no one 
condemns him for honest mistakes. Hindsight 
is better than foresight. A lot of people wanted 
to get the boys out of Korea in 1947, just as 
a lot of people wanted to bring all our troops 
home from Europe immediately after V-E day. 
What counts now is Gen. Eisenhower's attempt 
to turn to his political advantage a “tragic 
blunder” which he himself helped make. 

In his book, “Crusade in Europe,” Gen. Eisen- 
hower took full responsibility for the decision 
for the thin deployment of allied troops through 
which the Nazi armies hurled their furious De- 
cember 1944 offensive, which has gone down in 
World War II history as the Battle of the Bulge. 

Here is what he wrote (pages 340-41): 

The responsibility for maintaining only 
four divisions on the Ardennes front and for 
running the risk of a large German penetra- 
tion in that area was mine. 

I could have passed to the defensive and 
made our lines secure from attack. My basic 
decision was to continue the offensive to the 
extreme limit of our ability and it was this 
decision that was responsible for the star- 
tling success of the first week of the Ger- 
man December attack. 

If giving him that chance is to be con- 
demned by historians, their condemnation 
should be directed at me alone. 

* „ * 

That assumption of responsibility by Gen. 
Eisenhower was both honest and commendable. 
It showed him taking any blame for the loss 
of life which resulted. For that honesty the 
Post-Dispatch commended him warmly at the 
time of the publication of his book in 1948. 

Why does Gen. Eisenhower not show the 
same stanch character now that he showed 
then? The answer appears to be: Because Sol- 
dier Eisenhower, who took that heavy responsi- 
bility, has become Politician Eisenhower, who 
ducks his responsibility in the withdrawal of 
the troops from Korea. 

Somewhere in that transformation a man has 
been lost. Nowhere in American history is there 
a change in a great personality so unnecessary 
and so disillusioning. 
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A Spy Can Buy a Lot for 5 Cents 

It is a military truism that the greater part 
of intelligence information, which the world 
powers are constantly collecting and compiling 
about each other, is obtained from such open 
sources as industrial and agricultural statistics, 
corporation reports, catalogues, chamber of com- 
merce publications, etc. The remainder comes 
from the sources so dear to Hollywood—stolen 
documents, “broken” codes, beautiful women and 
sinister men. 

As an excellent example of this truism there 
is the experience of Roland Sawyer, a reporter, 
He relates in The Christian Science Monitor that 
he recently visited the vitally important new 
air base at Thule, Greenland, with other news 
men. They were shown about and told that most 
statistics about the base were, naturally, secret.” 
Back in Washington, Mr. Sawyer paid 5 cents 
at the Coast and Geodetic Survey Office for a 
map “which anybody else can buy, giving length 
and breadth of Thule air base, its precise loca- 
tion, and the necessary statistical details for 
landing aircraft ... location of beacons, proper 
approaches and minimum altitudes.” He com- 
ments that: “Our military censor was a lieuten- 
ant-colonel who was sent up to Thule especially 
to prevent us from printing these very statistics 
on the grounds of military security.” 

All of which recalls another military aphor- 
ism to the effect that it is well to act on the 
assumption that our enemy is at least as smart 
as we are. In the light of the Thule map inci- 
dent, it should be amended to something like: 
Our enemy is at least not as dense as we are. 
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Plea for Standby Controls 


Amid the din created by denunciations of 
inflation on every side, the wee voice of Henry 
H. Fowler, director of defense mobilization, may 
go unheard. : 

Mr. Fowler has made his quarterly report to 
President Truman on the defense program. By 
and large, it is a favorable report. The program 
has just about gone over the first big hump—~ 
that of expanding industrial capacity to new 
high levels—and should soon enter the period 
when “hard goods” deliveries accelerate rapidly. 
Defense production is now running at the rate 
of about three-fourths of the ultimate target. 

Because of the expansion of productive 
capacity, Mr. Fowler expects that the nation can 
carry this expanding defense program and meet 
the demands of the civilian economy without 
too much inflationary pressure in the months 
ahead. But though he sees no new inflationary 
threat coming, he urgently recommends that 
standby legislation for economic controls “much 
stronger than the law we have today” be put 
on the books before next April, when the 
present law expires. Both a strong law and a 
working control organization are necessary, he 
says, to meet any emergency that may arise. 

Since so many candidates are against infla- 
tion when they are running for office, one might 
think that Mr. Fowler's recommendation would 
be greeted by a virtuously unanimous chorus 
of approval. Instead, silence. It is so much 
easier to denounce inflation in general terms 
than to pledge specific action to fight it. Per- 


flation should be asked to state clearly whether 
he is for or against a standby control law after 


and the French. They are to be reduced to 
vassalage. But they will assert themselves. They 
will fight rather than be tied as tails to the 
American kite This is a notion which could 
cause quite a bit of trouble were it accepted in 
the West. Stalin is willing that it should be. 
In fact, he is eager. 

This change in the party line goes along 
very nicely with the Communist peace con- 
ference being held in Peiping. In view of Ko- 
rea, Communist pretensions of devotion to 
peace are even more vulnerable in Asia than in 
Europe. But the Kremlin propaganda machine is 
not stopped by such factual considerations, The 
conference has drawn delegates from about 20 
countries, and every effort will be made to per- 
suade them of Communist highmindedness. If 
these efforts were to succeed in such countries 
as India, Burma and Indonesia, the West really 
would have cause for concern. 

The technique of dividing to conquer, of 
spreading doubt to induce weakness, is an 
ancient one. We might be better off if our Me- 
Carthys raised a few less doubts-by-smears at 


home, and if we devoted a little more energy 


toward making clear our own truly peaceful in- 
tent toward all nations. 
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Revolt of a Cross-Section 

We sympathize with and heartily applaud the 
declaration of independence by the people of 
Crook county, Oregon. 

Crook county is a cross-section. At least some 
experts think it? is, because ever since 1880 
Crook county has voted with the winner in 
presidential elections. To find out who will be 
the winner of this presidential election, count- 
less experts decided that all they needed to do 
was to find out which .candidate Crook county 
is going to vote for. Crook county therefore has 
become one of the most heavily polled areas 
in the country. The polling got so hot and heavy 
that the people simply decided they had had 
enough. They quit answering questions and 
started slamming the door. 


We have always believed that the best way 
to check the poll-taking, election-predicting mad- 
ness was for large numbers of people to move 
into the “don’t know” column. Now that Crook 
county has shown the way, we hope for a general 
revolt of straw-vote victims. If enough people 
follow the example, the nation may ‘Once again 
get back in the habit of deciding an election by 
holding the election, which would be a healthy 
development all around. 
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Civic Progress in Wood River 

Voters in Wood River have approved the city 
manager plan by a vote of 1690 to 1172. Thus 
they give to their community the distinction of 
being the first in the Illinois part of the metro- 
politan area, to apply the sound principle of the 
city manager system to municipal government. 

The city manager type of local administration 
fs no magic cure-all. But given proper support 
by the citizens it can—as it has done in hun- 
dreds of places—bring efficiency and economy 
where there was waste and graft. 

If Wood River follows the usual course it will 
obtain its city manager from a city half its size, 
Obviously it will want to choose a city manager 
who is doing well where he is and hence is 
worthy of the larger opportunity. Other com- 
munities in Madison and St. Clair counties will 
watch with interest and no doubt some envy as 
Wood River puts its decision into action.

The government is anxious to 
avoid discussion at this time of 
the North African problems, of 
the Saar dispute with Germany 
and of a European Defense Com- 
munity or European army. Any 
show of strength works in its fa- 
vor, and observers now belféve 
the cabinet will stand for some 
time to come. 

The communique on the Afri- 
can questions was vaguely worded 
as to precisely what the French 
delegation will do at the General 
Assembly, but it was explicit with 
regard to the policy laid down.

Give Children Time 


By Angelo Patri 


E could save ourselves and the children a deal of woe 
W. we took time to consider the readiness of the child 

for the instruction we want to give him. Nobody in his 
right mind would try to teach a 3-month-old infant to eat 
with a spoon, because he is not ready for such a performance. 
Yet over and over again we find people trying to teach little 
children, and older ones too, practices and ideas which they 
will not be ready to accept for years to come. 


How can one know when a child is ready for any one 
branch of learning? The only way I have found is to watch 
the growth of the child for signs of readiness. The baby 
begins reaching for a spoon; the 5-year-old child begins study- 
ing books and papers and although we see he is holding his 
reading matter upside down we know he is beginning to have 
an interest in reading, an interest which, if allowed to take 
its way, its time, without any pressure from anyone, will 
develop into the readiness we are waiting for.

OFTEN WE TRY to teach a child an idealism that is 
beyond childish grasp. We demand he be unselfish when, at 
his stage of growth, selfishness is a normal state. We expect 
good judgment before the child has had the experiences basic 
to sound judgment. We expect adolescents to exercise choice, 
make sound decisions, curb driving instincts when they still 
have the bloom of childhood upon them. Any such demands 
or expectations are doomed to disappointment. Too often they 
result in bitterness of spirit in both children and adults 
concerned. 

Nature ordained a prolonged infancy for human children, 
and who are we to argue with her or try to force her hand? 
Good sense demands that in this as well as in other things we 
go along with her and work with her rather than against her 
decrees, remembering always that she has never yet given 
us two children alike in all respects, readiness among them.
